Rhee Wins Third 
Term Despite 
Fraud Charges 


SEOUL ICP' — Tough old Presi­ 
dent Syngman Rhee today won a 
third term by an overwhelming 
margin, despite opposition charges 
of fraud and a massive “ghost 
vote” for a dead rival. 
Late returns from Tuesday's elec­ 
tion gave Rhee 4,109,962 votes to 
1,774.840 for Cho Bong Am. his 
only living opponent. 
Another 1,- 
498,968 ballots — more than a fifth 
of the total — were invalidated, 
most of them because they were 
cast for P. H Shinicky, who died 
during the campaign. 
The 81-year-old president's run­ 
ning mate. Lee Ki Poong, was run­ 
ning behind an opposition candi­ 
date in the separate vice presiden­ 
tial race, but at latest reports he 
appeared to be closing the gap. 
Opposition to Rhee was especial­ 
ly evident in the cities 
In Seoul, 
there were more invalid ballots— 
284.359 — than there were votes 
for the president — 205,253 — or 
Cho — 119.129. 
Leaders of Rhee’s Liberal Party 
said at first the heavy opposition 
vote was a result of U. S. tardiness 
in furnishing funds for South Ko­ 
rean rehabilitation 
Later they de­ 
cided the opposition vote was like­ 
ly #to delay economic aid still fur­ 
ther by causing 
international dis­ 
trust ”

Doctor Blames 
Auto Speed tor New 
Type of Injuries 
CHICAGO tf—A doctor blamed 
the auto "speed age” today for a 
new type of bone-crushing injury, 
the “ nutcracker fracture.” 
Dr. William Johnson of Gales­ 
burg told the Illinois State Medical 
Society that today’s autos are like 
“eggs.” 
On impact, he said, they “ spew 
their contents in ail directions.” 
Often the auto then begins to roll, 
Johnson said. 
“ Should one of the occupants be 
lying on his side as the car rolls 
over him, he is caught in the jaws 
of this giant nutcracker,” he said. 
This results in a new type of 
fracture of the pelvis, the “ nut­ 
cracker fracture.” 
Half of the 
pelvis is torn away from the other 
half and from the vertebral col­ 
umn. 
Johnson told the meeting how 
new surgical techniques have been 
developed 
to fix the shattered 
parts in such accidents. 
He said one woman who suf­ 
fered this fracture gave birth to 
a normal child later, and a 5-year- 
old girl was walking again 37 days 
after the operation for the injury. 
Dr. 
Frank W. Pirruccello, 
a 
plastic surgeon 
at Northwestern 
University Medical School, describ­ 
ed the grafting of skin from the 
dead to save the lives of badly 
burned children. 
Pirruccello said one 5-year-old 
boy who .suffered bums over 58 
per cent of his body was com­ 
pletely healed within five months, 
with the help of grafts. Doctors 
removed 900 square inches of skin 
from the body of one donor and 
I2t» inches from a second to do it.

In a remote wild area in Africa, 
missionaries found a native village 
surrounded by a thorn fence which 
had no gate.

keep the lions out of the village 
while the natives slept. 
The natives knew how to build 
gates but they wanted no gate in 
the barrier around the village, be­ 
cause a gate would only make the 
lions- curious and the lions would 
then be more determined than ever 
to ravage the village 
We wonder if those primitive 
natives may not have had a point 
in their logic 
Civilized man has 
erected a lot of legal and personal 
fences, barriers and bans around 
himself for reasons long forgotten 
if they were ever known. 
But manx of the barriers we 
erect around ourselves are built 
only for the selfish 
purpose 
of 
avoiding our responsibilities to oth­ 
er people. We do not want to have 
to share their problems, their hard­ 
ships and their need for fellow ship. 
Our fences frequently tempt oth­ 
er people to force themselves and 
their ideas on us. 
Our harriers 
create suspicion, and cut us off 
from God as well as man.

new found career as a newspaper 
reporter has “many similarities" 
to his old duties as minister.

Gerberding went to work for the 
Grant County Independent at Lan­ 
caster, Wis., where he “does ev­ 
erything—as everyone does on a 
weekly." 
Crist is a general assignment 
reporter for the Quincy, 111., Her­ 
ald-Whig, and said the work is 
much like his former pastoral du­ 
ties. 
“ In both, you’re dealing with 
people and their problems," he 
said. 
Crist said that “one or two re­ 
porters" 
deliberately 
distorted 
facts in reporting his heresy trial 
and 
subsequent 
conviction 
last 
summer. 
The 
Northwest Synod 
of his church found him guilty 
of unorthodox interpretations of 
Christ’s Virgin birth, the resur­ 
rection and the last supper. 
Crist declined to identify the re­ 
porters, and stressed 
that they 
were “the exception."

Illinois' till License Plates Will 
Be Standard in Most Slates Next Year 


SPRINGFIELD am—Illinois’ new 
6-by-12-inch auto license 
plates, 
which have started a battle be­ 
tween 
Chicago Policeman Jack 
Muller and 
the Chicago Motor 
Club, will be standard size o\er 
most of North America next year. 
Even more precisely, the bolt 
mounting holes will be standard 
too: 9-32 inch bolt holes, two at 
the top and two at the bottom of 
the plates, spaced 7 inches apart, 


i 
Muller, Chicago’s champion tiek- 
) et writer, has been arresting mo­ 
torists who dip the edges of their 
large-size 
plates 
to fit license 
brackets on their cars. He charges 
this is mutilation of the plates. 
The Chicago Motor Club says Mul- 
’cr’s charges are “ inconsequential 
and Insignificant.” 
j 
L. S. Harris. Washington, execu­ 
tive director of the American As­ 
sociation of Motor Vehicle Admin­ 
istrators, here for the Region 3 
! AAMVA annual conference, said 
the 48 states, the District of Co­ 
lumbia, the Canadian Provinces, 
Alaska and part of Mexico have 
agreed to the standard plate size. 
The standard size was adopted 
at the 1953 AAMVA conference at 
Richmond, Va., Harris said. Many 
of the states and other jurisdie- 
j tions have not yet issued the stan* 


da rd size plates because of “per­ 
manent” five-year plates issued 
bv some states. 
Harris said the 6-by-12-inch size 
was agreed upon because it was 
big enough to accommodate all 
the numerals required in all states, 
provided letter prefixes are used. 
California, Harris said, has the 
largest vehicle registration, about 
7.100,000 this year, and will use 
three-ietter prefixes to cover all 
\ehicic registrations. 
The 
1955 
Illinois 
Legislature 
adopted the 6-by-12-inch plate as 
a standard, effective for this year’s 
registrations 
Before the standard 
was adopted, plates varied with 
the size of the license numbers. 
Harris said before the license 
plate 
standard 
was 
agreed 
on 
more than 50 different sized plates 
were issued in the various juris* 
j dictions. 
The standard size plates will 
make H easier for auto manufac­ 
turers to design standard mount­ 
ings for their cars, Harris said. 
At least one manufacturer already 
has announced its mounting brack­ 
ets will be designed for the stan­ 
dard plates, he said. 
This would make it unnecessary 
for motorists to clip their plates 
—and unnecessary for Muller to 
write tickets for mutilation.

“ The bust policy for am ateurs 
is 
to deal with 
well established 
firms

well, one of the Agriculture De­ 
partm ent’s top authorities on g ar­ 
den ing . 
“ The 
American 
Nurserymen s 
Association is trying to clean out 
those people who take unfair ad­ 
vantage of novice gardeners, but 
there’s 
always some 
guy who’s 
trying to figure out a new angle.” 
I 
Dr. 
Boswell 
believes 
people 
don’t 
pull 
as many boo-boos 
as 
in 
years before, 
but plenty 
pf 
new 
gardeners 
still make 
mis­ 
takes. 
For instance, there’s the hus­ 
tler who heads

ter than lots of light sprinkling.” 
Finally, there’s 
the 
fertilizer 
fiend. 
Expecting 
miracles, 
ho 
lays 
on quantities 
of the stuff. 
The 
result is ruined 
vegetables 
or flowers. 
“ Don’t guess at the amount of 
fertilizer 
you use. 
Be sure 
to 
distribute it according to direc­ 
tions,” explains Boswell. 
Here are other Boswell point­ 
ers : 
Don’t hoe too deeply. 
You’re 
likely to disturb roots. 
Don’t run your rows up 
and 
down a slope. 
Keep them hori­ 


zontal, otherwise they will help 
wash away the soil. 
Don’t sow seed too thickly, 
lf 
you do, thin out your vegetables 
or flowers when they come up. 
“Join a garden club.” is 
Bos­ 
well’s parting piece of advice.
